I wa« MM summoned home from 
my travels on the Continent by verj 
important new*. There was no lime 
to lose in gailliag back, so I went as 
list;.- Irouldto Havre, and took the 
first ship that sailed for New York. 
It was in the month of June, which 
I conMilerc'l the most pleasant time 
in the year to cross the Atlantic; 
and though I found afler leaving 
th;>t my ship was an old and rather 
leaky concern, yet I did not feel 
any great anxiety. 

\V. went on for several days ; and 
a« we were favored witli a fine breeze, 
perfectly fair, we made very rapid 
profMM. and soon came within the 
icgijii of the ltanks of Newfound- 
land.

(Jrcat Heaven! what a spectacle 
there met my gaze! 

All a rouool was the blackness of 
ilaiknes-. The wiud was howling 
Soreelj tkroagk the rigginir. The 
saih rs wen running wildlv to and 
fro. The captain was standing like 
a man paralyzed, and shouting, 
while be wrung his hands, " ITe're 
losl! we re loot/" 

I spoke not a word t * any one, 
but quick and nimbly, as a cat, I 
leaped down from the ijuarter-derk

'•whether any writer rvei a aoa****] 
in a higher degree the art af BJaOV- 
ing and guiding the amhilaOO at tits 
Will." "i\o writer,"' says Tksoaaaa 
Jefferson, --has exceeded I'aine, in 
familiarity of style, in perspicuity 
of expiession, haf.piness of elucida- 
tion, and in simple and uimssuming 
language," 

Such was the man who, drinking 
in the irreligious philosophy 0 f the 
French Encyolopuc lists, undertook 
in his "Age of Reason," at the end 
ol an otherwise memorable life, to 
subvert llie ,iriuciples. and under- 
mine the authority of the Christian 
religiou. He did n, t deny, but as- 
serted the existence of a Cod, the 
claims of conscience, and the reali- 
ty of an immortal existence beyond 
the grave. He simply set his lance 
in poiae to demolish' the Cross of 
Christ. In vain did Benjamin 
Franklin korooek him la repress a 
work so shoekiug to the religious 
sensibilities of mankind. "Among 
us, said the sage, "it is not Deces- 
aarjr, aa among the Hottentots, that 
a youth to I >e raised ins* the eom- 

Cany of men should prove his aiaa- 
ood by beating hia mother." Paine 
persisted 1 1 is -Age af Reasen" 
foi the moment outrivalled the wide 
spread popularity of his • Comin m 
Reoee" and his '-'Rights of Man." 
The Church of Christ seemed for 
the noment to tremble under ihe 
blow. Christiau men feared for the 
sa'ety of the faith before an attack 
so audacious, from a pen so power- 
ful. But the lance that struck the 
Cross of Christ waH shivered into a 
thousand pieces in his hand. 

His assault was as powerless to 
move tho Rock of Ages as the thun- 
der storm to shake the granite hills 
over whoso head its harmless anger 
plays The stoue which the build- 
ers refused fell upen him and ground 
him to powder. He is left without 
a sect, and almost without a follow- 
er. His services to liberty have 
been obliterated from ihe memory 
of mankind, by bis assaults upon 
religion, he is known to but few 
•ave the coarsest infidelity. Even 
the broad-min led Quakers would 
not yield to his bones a final resting 
plaee in their Christian burial ground 
He was interred upon his own farm. 
But even death Drought no repose. 
Half a century ago, from his vi.dat 
ed tomb, his remains were removed 
to England. An enthusiastic friend 
anticipat d for them there a warm 
welcome. Rut none was so poor as 
to them reverence. Dispersed. 
by the judgments ol Almighty (iod, 
not even the place of their final bu- 
rning has history recorded. His 
works have well nigh uisappea.cd 
from fame, li is very b >nes from their 
grave. And the name ami hie of 
Thomas I'aine remain a monumental 
testimonial to the truth of the proph- 
ecy, "On whomsoever it shall tall, 
it shall grind him to powder. "
